NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the ijvenmg 
Post has had an interview virith Mr. 
Boutwell, ex-aecretary of the treas- 
ury, in relation to the Phelps-Dodge 
ease, re-opened by the Conkling-Bay- 
ard correspondence. 
Mr. Boutwell 
says: The first intimation I received 
that Dodge & Co. had been charged 
with a violation of the revenue law 
was from Wiliiaia E. Dodge himself, 
who came to my rooms one day when 
I was too ill to go to the treasury, and 
informed me his house had been 
charged with a violation of these laws. 
He said if there had been any omis- 
sion to pay duties, it was due U ignor- 
ance and not to any intention to de- 
teraud the government. He a4ded 
that the charge was very unpleasant 
for the firm and his family, and he 
wished to make a settlement with- 
out publicity. I told him that was 
impoesible, and if possible, it would 
certainly 
be 
very unwise; that 
any secrets in the treasury were 
temporary; that the results were 
matters of record and open to inspec. 
tion by congress and the officers of the 
government. 
Moreover, according to 
his own story, there were three per- 
sons in New York outside of his own 
firm who had knowledge of 
the 
charges, and that secrecy under those 
circumstances 
was impossible, and 
that any attempt at secrecy - would 
only fasten on his firm an irredeem- 
able stain. I then said to him thnt if 
a failure to pay legal duties had

THE New York Post's financial ar- 
ticle of yesterday after stating the 
large amount of government disburse- 
ments for January interest and other 
purposes, to be made in the next few 
days, adds:

The nomination of Judge Woods, 
an Ohio Georgian, to be justice of the 
supreme court, in place of Justice 
Strong, resigned, is pointed to by the 
republicans as evidence of a disposi- 
tion on the part of Mr. Hayes to rec- 
ognize the reasonable claims of the 
south.

Yet, he treads dilli^ntly 
in the beaten track, claims all the 
spoils for his own party, and selects 
republicans for all appointments 
If

if he were to nominate half a dozen 
upright, capable 
and 
respectable 
democrats in the north to public office 
his part would receive the act with a 
groan of mingled surprise and rage, 
and the republican press would wonder 
what he meant by such an act of 
party treason. And yet it would be 
nothing more than a reasonable proof 
of Mr. Hayes' sincerity about reform- 
ing the civil service. Why does he ding 
into our ears the old sing-song of "to 
the victors belong the spoils," when 
he himself is constantly distributing 
the spoils exclusively among the vic- 
tors? If he really means that all 
honest and capable citizens of the 
United States ought to be eligible to 
public position, without regard to 
their political opinions, let him prove 
his sincerity by appointing democrats 
to one-half the vacancies that take 
place; if he thinks that only republi- 
cans ought to be appointed to federal 
offices, then let him cease the grimace 
about reforming the civil service on a 
nonpartisan basis.—St. Louis Bepub- 
lican.

A small son of Edward Huifman, 
of Reelsville, was shot in the abdo- 
men, on Sunday while playing with a 
toy pistol. His injuries are thought 
to be fatal. 


a1 Phelps, a young man whose home 
is at Elkhart,and employed as a brake- 
man on the Like Shore & Michigan 
'Southern railroad, lost his right hand 
while couplin«/ cars at Laporte. 


Anna Hurt, a loose woman of South 
Bend was chased by a drunken bai- 
ber, named Kanner, into a butcher 
shop, when she seized a »large knife 
and stabbed and cut nim seriously. 


The body of Henry Feehr, a Ger- 
man tailor, was found on the floor of 
his shop in Muneie yesterday, dead, 
from the effects of whiskey and poi- 
son. Feehr formerly lived in India- 
napolis. 


Ella Sutton, aged eighteen and 
single, committed suicide yesterday 
by taking morphine. She was an 
employe in the yarn mills, and lived 
with a married sister, but did not live 
peacefully. 


Wm. Jackson, keeper of the Ohio A 
Mississippi railroad tank at Prairie 
Creek, three miles west of Washing- 
ton, was killed yesterday by a switch- 
engine, which struch him as he was 
removing a hand-car from the track. 


The Fayette county commissioners 
have appointed a committee to nego- 
tiate with the trustees of the associa- 
tion for the puichase of the Conners- 
ville fair grounds, to prevent them 
from being cnt up into town lota and 
sold. 


Harry Haines, station agent at Earl 
Park, and a former conductor on the 
C., L. A C. railroad, weht to Chicago 
the other day, and has not since been 
heard from. He had recently married 
an estimable lady, and his accounts 
are all correct. 


An eleven-year-old boy named Joe 
Goodwin, of Shelburn, pointed a pis- 
tol at Ellen McCrccIin, not thinking 
it was loaded, and pulled the trigger. 
The balJ struck tbegirl in the temple, 
inflscting a wouud which proved futal 
in three hours. 


A young man of Columbus, named 
John Lock, was mixing nitric acid and 
quick-silver in a bottle,when the stop- 
per blew out and the contents drench- 
ed his face and head, burning him 
terribly and perhaps destroying the 
sight of one eye. 


The city council of Richmond has 
passed an or.iiance renaming the 
streets. 
The streets »running north 
and south are numbered. First street 
running parallel with the river and 
the cross streets are lettered alpha- 
betically. The change creates con- 
siderable dissatisfaction. 


Miss Lillie Hendricks, of Peters- 
burg, niece of Hon. T. A. Hendricks, 
accidentally sat down on a pair of 
larga scissors when closed, running 
both blades entirely through the 
thigh, just below, and on the outside 
of the great trochanter, producing a 
very painful if not a dangerous 
wound. 


Elijah Pierson, who shot and killed 
Wm. Ash, in the southern portion of 
Vigo county four weeks ego, while 
Ash was trying to arrest him, came, to 
Terre Haute yesterday and gave him- 
self up, after finding that the officer! 
would not go after him. He was ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of $10,000. 


Monday morning Benjamin Trotter, 
living near Hope, Bartholomew coun- 
ty, went to Columbus for the purpose 
of transacting some business, and 
placed his horse at Brown & Mills' 
livery stable, since which time no tid- 
ings have been heard of him. On his 
way he stopped at St. Louis Crossing, 
where he drew $400 due him for 
grain. Foul play is feared. 


Sylvester Hutton enlisted in the 
war in 1860, and was reported killed. 
His wife marriod again and removed 
to Madison. He soon after turned 
up, but finding how affairs stood did 
not make himself known, but went 
to Missouri. The wife has since died, 
and now his story comes out, and he 
has sent for hit dauhhter, who has 
just left to join him in Sedialia.
